.Inst at present the site of the plant is an.\ thing 
hilt a joy foiever. with hundreds of lalKirers amt 
teams linsily engaged in the rare to pul liie traek 
and liiiildings into eomniission in lime for the o|M‘n 
iiig of tile liig nns-tiiig on .lamiar.v H*. 1H13. The 
work of heantif.ving tlie grounds, however, will he 
taken up ill the near fiiluri-. It is proposed to |ilaee 
the intield. that portion of tlie grouinls enelosed h.v 
the Iraek, in the hands of an esperl landseape gar- 
dener. The giilley w liieli at |ireseiit lakes up a 
major iMirtion of the intield. will he transformed 
froiii ail uiisighll.v hole into a winning s|hiI. eovered 
with grass idots, llower heds, small rivulets and 
lagoons. 

Work on the hig grandstand is goin.g ahead at a 
raiiid rale and will la- eoiiiideled within lln> ne\t 
Ihrie weeks' tiiiw. I'lie slriieliire will he almiit 3.'Vti 
leel long .and will have a seating eaiiaeily of li.lMio. 
Iherehy making it one of the largest alVairs of its 
kind III this sei’iion of the i-ounir.v. tin the right 
of llie stand will he ermded the oiriees of the as.so- 
eiation and the lug paddoek. 

The t'onsolidaled roni|iany will hiiild a spur Ira.-k 
from its Meeting street iiiie to the rear of the 
grandst and for tli.' aeeoninioilal ion of the enthiisiasis 
who will attend the nieeiing. The .Mlanlie Coast 
l.iiH- and Souliierii Railwa.v will luiihl a small union 
station near West for Hh- iHUielit of visiting patrons 
of the iiiiek. 

Plans for the frir hnihlings are now heing drawn 
and it is stated that mnslriK'lion of the siruetures 
will liegin with the eoni|de|ion of the niee Iraek 
proper. It is the intention of tin* assoeiation to 
^.irrai.gp fdr a hig fair here ne.u summer on a large 
rseale. 

The eiiornions ipiantilies of dirt whieh are Iwing 
exeavaleil hy the lalMueis in the eonsiruelion of ih<- 
Iraek and llie faeilitv wiih whieh the work is heing 
dispalehed. has aroused the interest of thousands of 
IMople who have visited the course diirin.g the last 
thri'e weeks. 

P. K. Haji'S, of Isuiisville. Ky.. is the eiigims-r 
in ehiirge of eonsiruelion. lie Is assisted hy llngi- 
neer II. .'-ehniidt. Engineer llayes staled yesterday 
llial. aeeording to the original eslinial«-s. no less 
than I.-..IHO eiihie yards of ilirt will have to !»• 
e.veavaled Is'fore the race Iraek pro|ier is in sha|M- 
lor use. In tile eonstriieiiou of the traek must al.so 
he eoiisiderisl tin- hiiilding of two eoiierele culverts 
■ oulainiiig alioiil 3 ‘Hi eiiliie yards of eemeiil and 
eoiierete. .\t the |ireseiil lime over one-half mile 
of the Iraek has lieeii roughly graded and is now 
read.v for the liiial dri-ssing. One of the hig eon- 
erele eiilverls has also Immii tiiiished and the till 
over it eo|ii|ileled. This till averaged a length of 
:aai feel and eight fe< t in depth. The second eon 
iK-le culvert will he comideled during the present 
week. 

In deserihing the diimuisious of th<‘ traek. Engi- 
neer llayes made the following divisions: Starling 

freni the judges' stand. Iherr- will 1 m- 3d.'i feet of 
straight track, followed hy 1.337 feet on the west 
turn, whieh is a i>orlion of a circle, having a radius 
of f;:ii.7 feel. The haeksireleh is CJl.'i feet in 
length and is followed h.v the east turn, whieli has 
a radius of 4!M feel and a leiigtii of 1..-.33 feel, 
leaving for llie hoim-slreteh I.IHO leel. Tin- lionie- 
slreleh will Im- .so feet wide, and the haeksireleh 
T'l feel. The turns widen out from 7H to .S(» feel 
helwecn the respi-etive sirelehes. 

The till at the east end of the Iraek averages 
I'll leel in length, with a lop width of !MI fe«-l, 
and an avi-rage de|ilh of It feet. This will allow 
of a r-iadwa.v outside of llie Iraek proper. The cul- 
vert now heing eonsirueled will have a horseshoe- 
shape .sewer seelion. with a width of S feet and a 
height of 7 feet. This eiilverl will lake care of the 
tidal flow and will 1m- hullt of the strongest material. 

While much in the wa.v of eonsiruelion still is 
necessary, 'so niueh has alread.v hi-eii aecouiidislied 
that no doiihl remains of the ahllity of the hiiild- 
ers fo 1m; ready well laifore the opening dati-, Janu- 
ary in. 

.\ portion of the work that is iM-ing hurried along 
is the eonstriietion of the slahles. The.v are all 
hnill ill large. riMuiiy hoxes, with wide overhanging 
roofs that will give a covered walk for the horses 
in liieleim-nt vveallM-r. .Much of this work lias al- 
ready iM-en linislied and aeeommoilatiou is had f-ir 
Mieli of the early aiTivals as eare to make the tri|i 
at this lime. There will 1m- helween MNl and I.imki 
stalls read.v when tli<- meeting hegins. 

The grandstand will Im> thoroughly iiKMlern in its 
every iMirticiilar and It is Ix-ing luiilt with an idea 
of iierinam-ne.v. 

In the meantime the various stakes for the meet 
iiig. which elosi' lleiM-mher Hi, have already met 
with a liheral res|ionse from the liorsenien, and 
aiuilicatioiis for stahliiig leave no doolit of the 
|ialronage from the giKsl slahles. 

The Charleston News and t'oiirier of Sunday last 
gave s|iaee to the following interesting couimuniea- 
fioii from .[ohn .Marshall, iiresident of the Charleston 
Pair iind ILicing .\ssfM-ialion: 

"To the Editor of The Sunday News: Though I 

had the honor to sia-nd the major |iart of my life 
in your own profession, and ineidentally to have 
tilled every editorial position, from that of the 
IMiliee court riiiorler to the acting managing eilitor- 
ship on the paper over whieh ,vou now preside, this 
is to the lies! of my recollection, the first eomumui- 
ea'lion I have ever aihiressed to a ni-wspaia-r. .\olh- 
ing short of the severest provocation couhi induce 
me to ent<-r into a newspaper controversy, and 
nothing is further from my present purpose than the 
thought of engaging anyone in deflate. The business 
men of the city who are interested with me in the 
promotion of the Cliarleston Pair and Racing A.sso- 
ciation. and a very large number of otliers vwlio are 
ardently desirous of seeing this great enterprise, 
succeed have re<iueste<l that I furnish the puhlic 
with a 'statement regarding our purposes, and some 
/% of the reasons whieh have prompted us to our jiresent 
■ * undertaking. It i.s in response to these reipiests, 
and not in a spirit of defense or accusation, that 
1 solicit space for this letter. . , ,, 

“It is, I believe, in 'Tom Jones that I ieiding. 
with quaint humor, heads one of his chapters; ‘To 
show that a man will write the better for knowing 
something of the subject he desires to wu'ite atmut.’ 
The novelist’s gentle railery has been repeatedl.v 
riH-alled to my mind, while observing the unanimity 
with whii-h the (Titles of racing have disclaimed 
any personal knowlt-dgi- of the. institution against 
vvriich they sought to [irotest. The few critics who 
have resorted to denunciation and abus<> vvill. of 
course, give no heed whatever to a dispa.sshmate 
Ktateiueut of our case, but I am addressing myself

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to the larger public, whose menilM-rs are. I am 
eonvineed. earnestl.v desirous of knowing the truth 
eoneerning matters they have receiill.v heard so 
widel.v diseiissed. The misinformed hearsa.v to which 
the.v iiave Ih-cii treated recently might well have coii- 
fiisi'd. It it did not actually prejudice, their iM-tter 
judgment. 

".\ suspension of final verdict until tin' i>eople of 
Charleston have seen for themselves the kind of 
racing my association proinMs-s to provide, together 
with its inllueiice u|hiii the business and morals of 
this comniiinil.r, is surely not au unreasonable re- 
i|U( st to make. 

"1 regret exciM-diugl.v to trespass upon your space, 
hut the matter is of such large consequence to our- 
selves, and to this comuiunily as a whole, that per- 
haps vou will iiermit me to make a few slalenieiils 
in detail. To begin with, the Charleston Pair iind 
Racing Assis-ialion Is ver.v largely owned, and is 
actually controlled, hy Ch;irleston men. Two out 
of its ihree ofiicers and four out of its seven direc- 
tors, are gentlemen living in this city and identified 
with its business life. These gentlemen ai-i; con- 
vinced that their enterprise will turn the tide of 
tourist and other travel in our direction; that it will 
direct tlie allentiou of millions of lieople to Char- 
leston. and that it will bring to the city a vast 
volume of money that will dislrihule itself in every 
channel of our husiness life. lu eonjiinetion with 
the racing itself they hii|ie ultimately to conduct 
here a fair on a scale that have m-ver been surpassed, 
if it has ever been duidicati'd in the south. Through 
this medium Charleston may lx- brought into iiili- 
niate eoniael with the ix-opb- of every city and town 
in the stale, and there ma.v lx- dispelled the iiiifor- 
liinale dltTereiici's that have so often separated South 
Carolinians. The often repeated assertiott that rac- 
itig has beett ‘ritn oitt of’ ever.v other place iti 
.'meriea is. of eotirse, wholly ntifotttided in fact. lu 
the Pttiled .Stjttes racing is a vjiltied atid iiopttlar 
sport iti Kettlitcky Marylatid, Virgitiia. Plait. Moti- 
latia. Idaho sttid Oklahouia. In Catiad.t there tire 
great tracks and assix-ia I ions at Mottlreal, Toroitto, 
llittilton. port Erie, Witidsor. Wiitnipeg, Calgary, 
Vancouver atid Victoria. Iti this catalogue no ac 
count is taken, of course, of mere fair ground rae- 
iiig. for that is in vogue in ever.v state in .\nterica. 

I am speaking here of just such etiterprises as that 
which is now ra|iidl,v taking sliaix- at West’s. 

"I wish to call the attention of those who have 
been tnfornied that a race track Is a menace to 
the business titi-l timrals of a cit.v to these inter 
esiitig facts: Racitig was an itistitulion at New 

Orleans for sixt.v .vears, at .Mem|ihis for Iweiit.v-two 
years, at St. I,oitis for fortv yt-ars, at Chicago for 
Iwctity years and at New York for seventy years. 
Yet eaeli and all of these idaces is eonimereiall.v 
more iirosperous than Charleston; and I doutit if any 
OIK' of them I when size is taken into consideration i 
is conspicuousl.v more iuiiiioral than we are. If it 
is true that racing has bi eii diseoiitlnued al lli(>;-ie 
places, it is tilso true that it is alxuit to be revived 
at some of them by the fact that the Coney Island 
Jixke.v Club, of whi(-h W. K. Vanderbilt is the 
controlling spirit, has issued entry blanks for tlie 
running of tin- Futurity next year. 

"It giM'S without the saying that in one particular, 
al least, the racing of horses dix-s not difi'er from 
all other enterprises— there are legitimate racing 
cor]xirations and there are illegitimate racing cor- 
porations. That the racing at the track of the 
Charleston Pair and Racing .Vs.sociation will lx- 
conducted on the highest ]dane is guaranteed h.v the 
eharacter of the luisiness men who control the st^xk 
of the coriMiration. by the cliaracter of the otficnils 
who will be in charge of the conduct of the sport 
and b.v the class and standing of the turfmen who 
are sending their horses here to race. 

".\nd just here |x-rmit me to regi.ster a most 
earnest i-rolest against the iut<‘mix*rale and un 
founded wiiob'sale traducing of race track patrons 
that has recently Ix-en indulged in b.v soine ill-in 
formed ix-rsons. Where the race track will bring 
one objectionable person here it will bring si-ores 
who are entirely without rejiroach. If it docs not 
do this it will (piickly fall of its own weight. The 
patrons of race tracks are the rich. idle, sixirt-lov 
tug class of .\inerica. When I was in New York 
the other day, almost ever.v man I met said he saw 
he could get goixl racing in Charleston this winter, 
and two out of every three of them asked whether 
gixxl golf was also to lx- had here. Now. the golfer 
is frequently a bore, but he is very infrequently a 
bad or a dangerous citizen. 

"Quite a numlx-r of objectionable characters are 
usually to be fiMind where race tracks are. But the 
same gentr.v are to be found wherever an exposition 
is Ix'ing held — wherever, in fact, there is a large 
concourse of people. All that 1 desire to say in this 
regard is that the races will bring to Cliarleston 
thousands of the nicest ^leople in America whom all 
of us have longed to see in Charleston, for the reason 
that we are convinced that, laice having b»H-n here, 
they will come again, not only to see the races, but 
to see the city Itstdf and to know her pixiple. 

“’I have taken so much of your space that I find 
myself ciunpelled to omit many things I had desired 
to" mention. Tlie success of the races means the 
investment of outside money in enterprises here, 
the need of which is universally admitted. .Among 
these I shall only mention a large hotel and an 
equally large apartment house, the plans for both 
of wiiich are now Ix'ing prepared. 

“I have 1-een so frequently asked how man.v 
pi-ople are likel.v to lx- attracted here by the races 
and how much money they are likely to spend, that 
I had Ix'St conclude this regrettably lengthy commu- 
nication b.v sa.ving I slKxild imagine tlx-W' will al 
ways be fiuiu four to five thousand straugers iu the 



city, anil that there will be ex|x-nded here b.v the 
visitors and horseiiicii during llu- winter anywhere 
from one and one-half to two and one-half millions 
of dollars.’’
